case may be. It la helpful In classify-, 
Ing them, however, to consider the 
tuner and detector separately, 
sense, we may say that the tuner It 
that portion of the apparatus which 
jjlcks the radiated waves directly out 
of the air and converts them Into a 
very weak electric current, alternating 
at radio frequency. 


The most familiar toner is the aerial 


and ground, connected by a tuned cir- 
cuit as shown at "A." This singlt 
circuit toner Is very cheap and simple, 
since there Is only one circuit to b« 
tuned, but It is not very selective. 
That Is, even when tuned to the sta- 
tion you -want to receive, it does not 
exclude others on nearby wave lengths. 


For better selectivity we employ a 


two-circuit tuner, as shown at "B,' 
where the energy Is transferred from 
the primary- to the secondary by de*- 
tro-magnetic Induction, or Inductive 
conpling as It Js most commonly called 
In radio work. The principle of this Is 
the same &s that of the transformer. 


A Coupled Tuner. 


In a coupled toner, It Is necessary 


to tune each circuit separately, and 
sometimes the amount of coupling Is 
also varied, as by using a Tailo-con- 
pler; that la the extent to which the 
two colls encircle the same magnetic 
flux is varied by rotating one of them. 
Still greater selectivity can be obtained 
by inserting a third or Intermedia!* 
drcult as shown at "C." A third 
timing adjustment Is here required. 


By tuning a circuit we mean vary- 


ing Its natural vibration rate. We can 
vary a coil's Inductance by tapping It 
so as to take some of Its turns out of 
the current's path, either at one or at 
both ends.
